The Coal Crisis. 


The Miners’ Conference yesterday de- 
cided unanimously to issue strike notices 
at once. These notices will expire not 
later than September 25th—three weeks. 
from to-morrow—when, unless some sort 
of settlement be arranged in the mean- 
while, the United Kingdom will be 
plunged into a disastrous strike. The 
position at present is exceedingly delicate. 
Yesterday's decision was but the logical 
result of the miners’ ballet, and has not 
made the general situation any worse. 
If anything, indeed, it has improved the 
outlook, inasn as most people thought 
that Mr. Smillie would make a bid for a 
sudden cessation of work, and the. fact. 
that three weeks’ grace has been granted 
encourages hopes of a settlement. At 
one extreme stand Mr. Smillie and Mr. 
Frank Hodges, with their immediate 
camp followers, loudly contemptuous of 
compromise, and determined on a strike 
at all costs. At the other extreme stands 
the Government, firm in its resolve not to 
yield to the miners’ demands, and ready, 
if necessary, for a fight to a finish.
